Brookins, the you ng aviator, landed at 
the state fair grou nds yesterday after­ 
noon at 4:26 o'clock, and was cheered 
by the 50.000 spectators after he had 
finished his flight of 185 iniies from 
Chicago. 
He left Chicago at 9 :16 in 
the morning.

The actu al time in the air was 
five hou rs and forty-one minu tes, and 
his average speed for the distance, 
with stops eliminated, was thirty-two 
miles an hou r.

In an interesting contribution to the 
Comptes Rend us of the Biological so­ 
ciety of Paris M. G. Rosenthal gives 
an account of the remark able antago­ 
nism betweon the Bulgarian sour milk 
bacillus and the bacillus of diphtheria. 
If the two were plauted together on 
milk serum it was found that they 
could both be recovered by subcultiva­ 
tion up to the end of the fourth day. 
After that it was found that only the 
Bulgarian bacillus survived, having ap­ 
parently ex terminated the other. 
Again, if -the diphtheria bacillus w as 
plauted on a culture of the Bulgarian 
it failed to obtain a footing. 
On the 
other hand, if the Bulgarian bacillus 
was planted on a culture of diphtheria 
bacillus the latter disappeared in the 
course of a week . 
It is surely to be 
hoped that this remark able power of 
the Bulgarian bacillus will in the fu- j 
ture prove a valuable aid In the treat*;

T he quinquennial report, of the H a r­ 
vard Law school class of 1905, which 
has just been published, contains in­ 
teresting figures as to the earnings of 
young lawyers in all parts of the coun­ 
try. 
These sta tistics hart? been com­ 
piled from confidential reports made 
by more than 150 men who were grad 
uated in this class.

earnings of 
those men over office expenses were 
$210. 
The lawyers, however, are ea rn­ 
ing considerably less than those of 
the class who have gone into business 
The eleven men who have done this 
are earning an average of $334 
a 
month above expenses. 
Of those practicing law the men on 
the Pacific coast a re doing the best 
financially, their average earnings be­ 
ing $308. 
Those in New’ York city 
come next, with an average of $207, 
while those in Massachusetts are low’- I 
est, with an average of only $107. 
Those in cities of 100,(XX) and more 
are earning $223 as against $100 for 
those in other places. 
Those west of 
the Mississippi were averaging $277 a 
month and those east of it $195. 


Quicke r Sta rt In We st. 
One of the most interesting things 
about the relative advantages of loca­ 
tion and vocation is found in the com­ 
parison of these figures with those 
made out two years a fter the gradua- j 
tion of these same men. 
In the inter- \ 
vening three years the earnings of i 
those practicing law have increased 
127 per cent, while those in business 
have increased only 104 per c e n t 
Likewise the earnings of the men on ' 
the Pacific coast have increased only , 
90 per cent as compared with 145 per 
cent for New York city and 193 per 
cent for Massachusetts. 
This is taken as an indication that, 
although it is easier for young men to 
get started in the west, a more rapid 
progress in the east a fter they are 
started tends to equalize conditions.

recently returned from a year's visit 
in Great Britain and continental E u ­ 
rope and while on his trip took occa­ 
sion to visit the principal grape pro­ 
ducing districts and some of the large 
wineries. 
For the last twenty-five years Mr. 
Schleisher h a s been engaged in raising 
grapes in the Clearwater country above 
Lewiston and is one of the best in­ 
formed men on the industry iu the 
northwest. 
In discussing the opportu­ 
nities for grape growing in Oregon. 
Washington and Idaho tie said: 
"My recent travels in Europe and in 
the United States convince me that 
we can and are raising the finest qual­ 
ity of grapes that eome on the markets 
of the world. 
By virtue of the soil, 
climate and altitude we produce a bet­ 
ter flavored, higher colored and larger 
grape than is found either in Califor­ 
nia or central Europe. 
"In southeastern Fra nce I found that 
the quality of grapes was practically 
on a par with ours. 
They have been 
raising grapes in that section for so 
many years that they have reduced the 
work to a science. 
If the people of the 
northwest who a re engaged 
in this 
industry wouid ta ke as much ca re with 
their vineyards the quality of the prod­ 
uct would be much better than any in 
Franee or Italy. 
"The fancy grapes in Europe sell 
from $1 to $1.50 a pound. 
Of course it 
is only the wealthy class tha t can a f ­ 
ford to buy them. 
If we could have 
a 
European 
market for our grapes 
there would be no limit to the demand 
for our product. 
In that event our 
vineyards would be easily worth from 
$4,000 to $5,000 an acre. 
With the 
prices that have obtaintHl during the 
last few years our best vineyards have 
averaged a net income of from $400 to 
$600 an acre.”
